Ho was kept a 
prisoher all last night at tho office of At­ 
torney F. F. Davis, who was retained in 
the interest of tho Security bauk, which 
holds a large amount of tho forged paper. 
Cullom is a young lawyer whoso father 
Is also wealthy and prominent. 
Blaisdell 
had befriended the young man in business 
transactions, going so for as to indorse his 
note for $13,000. 
Tho young fellow made 
the indorsement a basis for a systematic 
sorios of forgeries. 
Mr. Blaisdell discov­ 
ered the fraud merely by accident. 
He at 
once charged tho young lawyer with tho 
crime, tho lot tor confessing in the presence 
of several witnesses. 
The forger’s friends 
at Once took steps to suppress tho scandal, 
and an arrangement was mado whereby 
the ontiro amount of tho forgeries was to 
be paid over to Mr. Blaisdell, the latter 
agreeing not to prosecute, but the news­ 
papers have given the case publicity and 
the matter has assumed a different phase. 
Tho affair has caused an immense sensa­ 
tion. 


TRAIN ROBBERY IN COLORADO. 


Tho Express Manager Defends H is Car— 
Passengers Forced to -Contribute. 
P Enver, Col., Aug. 7.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived says tho Rio Grande 
Western 
“ Modoc” train was hold up near Slevasso 
last night by train robbers. 
Two of them 
boarded tho baggage car at Thompson 
Springs and climbed over the car to the 
engines W’hero they pointed revolvers at 
tho heads of tho engineer and fireman and 
compelled them to stop tho train. 
They 
forced tho fireman to attempt to chop 
through the doors of tho express car and 
mado tho engineer bring a bag to hold the 
plunder. 
Messenger Willis was ready 
with a magazine shotgun and two self- 
cocking rovolverti. 
Tho fireman was una­ 
ble to chop through tho boiler-iron door, 
so the robbers fired a dozen shots through 
the car. 
Tho messenger lay on the floor 
and was not hit* 
The robbers dared not 
show their hoads at the broken windows 
lest they should got hit. 
Seeing that 
they had no chance of getting into tho ex­ 
pires car the robbers joined two other 
members of the gang back in a passenger 
car and arranged a new plan. 
Leaving 
ono man to guard tho conductor and one 
with the fireman, a third handed the 
brakeman a sack, and, pointing a cocked 
revolver at his head, compelled him to 
waljc ahead through tho train, where be 
collected $900 ana a number of gold 
watches. 
The ladles upon theltrain were 
were not disturbed, and a number of mas­ 
culine passengers took advantage of the 
exhibition of chivalry to turn over to them 
tho valuables 
in their keeping. 
One 
passenger put his head out of tho window 
to soo what was going on, and tho robber* 
sent a bullet through his hat. * Most of the 
passengers were forced to give up their 
valuables, thoso losing them being too 
frightened to hide them. 
A posse has 
gone in pursuit of tho robbers from Green 
River and two deputy United States m ar­ 
shals went out this morning from Salt Lake 
With bloodhounds.

SA N D S PO U T IN TPTE-DESERT. 


Scene 
Graphic D escription of a Striking 
in Africa. 
r Under the fairest skies the desert is an 
awesomo solitude, hilt when a storm 
comes It is terrible and appalling. I shall 
never forget a scene I witnessed some 
forty miles beyond tho groat pyramids, 
says a writer in the New York Mail and 
Express. 
I had gained an isolot cd hill­ 
ock, some two hundred feet above tho 
level of the surrounding desert 
Away 
to the west, about two miles distant, I de­ 
scried six or seven lofty pillars of sand 
moving swiftly over the undulating plain. 
Tho center one of these was vertical, and 
those surrounding it, a* a distance of two 
or three hundred yards, leaned slightly 
toward i t 
The sand at the base of the 
columns was lashed by the furious whirl­ 
wind into a surging sea. 
Desert trees of 
the hardest wood were torn up with their 
roots and hurled hundreds of yards away 
and high up into the air; even the grass 
that grew in the path: of tho terrible 
storm was shorn clear away from its roots. 
The summits of those columns of sand at 
th joined, and then burst forth from 
united tops a yellow gigantic cloud 
of sand of such magnitude and density as 
to darken, as In a total eclipse, the face 
of the bright afternoon sun. 
The sand 
spout, shortly after subsided, but the 
cloud of sand and grass, which had been 
raised high in the heavens, continued to 
darken the setting sun for more than an 
hour. 
The 
smaller 
column 
behind 
traveled swiftly, increasing in size, until 
It reached the site of tho break up of the 
other, and then added its mite to the 
universal destruction.

called particular attention to the phrase, 
“ Ho is sick unto death,” in her totter to 
Brierly. 
This was terribly important, In 
view of the fact that on the day the letter 
was written the doctors fully expected Mr. 
Maybrick would recover. 
It showed there 
was reason for believing that the prisoner 
was desirous of being rid of her husband 
in order that she might live with her 
paramour. 
Tim judge put the question to the Jury 
whether it was reasonable to believe that 
a loving wife would yield toller husband’s 
suggestion to put an unknown powder in 
his food.

Brackett boarded tho special car and 
cordially greeted the chief executive. 
The party then left tho train and moved 
along the platform to tho Kneoland stroot 
entrance; where carriages wore in waiting 
to convoy the guests to tho Hotel Von- 
dome. 
When the President appeared at 
tho entrance cheer after cheer went up 
from tho crowd, aud the enthusiasm was

On reaching the hotel tho President and 
arty, with tho guests invited by Acting- 
overnor Brackett on the part of tho 
8tate, sat down to tho tables in the marblo 
breakfast room. 
No remarks or formality 
occurred. 
After a brief rest the President 
entered tho beautiful ebony room, and 
there received the ofllters of tho State and 
city, Federal officers, officers of the United 
States army and navy.

a select party.

Of tho $105,000,000 worth imported by 
Brazil tho United States sends but 8 per 
cent. 
The imports of South and Central 
America are over $400,000,000, aud of 
this the United States sells 11 per cont, or 
$50,000,000. 
The United States should 
claim at least 50 per cent of these, the 
Committeemen think.

Tho lands relinquished by tho Sioux 
according to this agreem ent will aggregate 
about 11,000,009 acres, and will bo dis­ 
posed of by tho United States to actual 
settlers only a t $1.25 an aero for all lands 
taken within tho first three yoars. 75 cents 
an aero for all lands disposed of within 
the succeeding two years, and 50 cents an 
aero for tho residue of the lands then un­ 
disposed of. 
All lands still opfln a t tho 
end of ten years shall bo accepted by the 
United States at 5 cents an aero, which 
amount is to bo credited to tho Indians as 
part of their permanent fund. 
Tho act provides for furnishing tho 
necessary seed r. to tho Indians for two 
years, for which adequate appropriation 
Is mado. 
In addition there is to b$ sot 
apart tho sum of $3,1)00,000, which u tg 
be deposited in tho United States Treasury 
to tho credit of tho Sioux nation as a per­ 
m anent fund, tho interest of which a t 5 
por cent ] er annum is to bo appropriated 
under the direction of tho Secretary of tho 
Interior to tho use of tho Indians.

tho government has been reimbursed for 
tho inouoy expended for the Indians under 
tho provision^ of tho act the Secretary of 
tho Interior may in Ute discretion expend

Mr D e a r S i r : —I have received a copy 
of the Gazette .of yesterday containing 
an editorial in regard to the appointment 
of a postmaster in your oily, and basten a 
few words in reply. 
The entire trouble 
has grown out of a refusal on the part of 
Mr. Bliss to submit to defeat, and the 
determination to obtain his appoint 
men! over my recommendation. By 
ong usage the duty of eeleoting post­ 
masters in republican districts is [placed 
upon the members of congress. I regret 
that it is so, but if I have that duty to 
perform I cannot permit an unauoceas- 
ful candidate to overrule my recom­ 
mendation. If he oould the contest would 
never end. I esteemed all the candi­ 
dates highly and woald have put trust in 
them all. At the close of the session in 
March, I expected to defer a decision 
until I could come home, and talk with 
your people. 
But for a week before my 
return letters and telegrams from the 
patrons of the office, asking for a change 
before I left the oity, were overwhelm­ 
ing. I felt it my duty to act at once. 
Whether tho President would remove 
Mr; Clark for any one, was quite a ques* 
lion, I inquired of Mr. Clarkson, the 
First Assistant Postmaster General, what 
would be the ruling of the department 
in a osse of this kind. I stated to him 
the 
relative 
merits 
of the several 
candidates, 
without 
indicating 
in 
the least 
my 
choice 
for 
either. 
That very eyemng, without my knowl­ 
edge, he talked with tho president, who 
in laying down a rule to govern the de­ 
partment in such cases, said ho could 
not remove Mr. Clark for another editor, 
like Mr. Bliss, or a political worker like 
Mr. Vankirk. This Mr. Clarkson stated 
to me the next day, March 25kb, but sug­ 
gested that a soldier candidate might 
accomplish the purpose. 
Up to this 
time I had. made no recommendation 
whatever, or intimated to any one who I 
would prefer, it I were at liberty to des­ 
ignate my choioe. 
From conversation, 
doubtless Mr. Olarkson understood I re­ 
garded Mr. Bliss’ petition very strongly. 
It is a faot, certainly, thai I did so re­ 
gard it. But I could not accomplish, 
with him or with Capt. Vankirk, that 
which seemed to be the paramount ob 
ject of these letters and telegrams, ask - 
ing for immediate action. I was assured 
by all these dispatches that tho candi­ 
dates would be entirely satisfied with 
my decision, whatever it might be. I 
then prepared the case, and for the first 
time made a recommendation. 
I se­ 
lected Mr. Bowles. 
I never recom­ 
mended Mr. Bliss, or told Mr. Clarkson 
or any other official, that I wanted him 
appointed. He would have been en­ 
tirely acceptable to me, but it was not 
necessary for me to say so. The Gazette 
states, “ Mr. Caswell took the matter 
under careful advisement, and decided 
to recommend Mr. Bliss, expressing his 
determination to Senators Sawyer and 
Spooner, and others. The situation was 
thoroughly understood by Mr. Bliss, and 
he felt perfectly safe in urging Mr. Cas­ 
well to make his recommendation before 
leaving Washington.” 
This is a very 
great mistake. I “took the case under 
careful advisement, and decided,” not to 
recommend Mr. Bliss, but Mr. Bowles. 
If Mr. Bliss holds a letter or telegram, 
from me, to the contrary, let him pro­ 
duce and publish it. If I ever said so to 
the senators, let them state it. lf I ever 
informed Mr. Bliss that I intended to 
recommend him, let him state when and 
where, and what I said. It bas not been 
my practice to inform candidates before 
a recommendation has been made, what 
my intentions are, and I made no excep­ 
tion in this ease. On my return home 
to Wisconsin tho last of March, Mr. 
Bliss learned that I had recommended 
Mr..Bowles instead of himself; and he 
at once appealed to tho senators to over ­ 
rule me. This is tho first time during 
my service in congress that a candidate 
ever made the attempt. Yet, humiliated 
as J felt, fearing I may have done him 
injustics, instead of objecting to his ap­ 
peal, I gave him all the facilities in my 
power, and on his requet, I sent the sen­ 
ators on the 8th of April, who were thes 
in Washington, the following dispatch: 
“ZTo/i. John C. Spooner, Washington, 
E . C —Wo want a change in the Janes­ 
ville postoffice. 
All candidates are 
friendly to me. I delegate to you,and 
Sawyer, the Belection of postmaster, the 
same as if I had made no recommenda­ 
tion . W iii concur in your action; papers 
forwarded. 
L. B. C a s w e l l .” 
I sent by mail letters and papers re­ 
ceived by mo after leaving Washington. 
and wrote the senators, in substance as 
stated in the telegram. 
The Gazette 
states: “The senators took up tho matter 
in the interests of Mr. Bliss, and fol 
lowed it until confronted with tho formal 
recommendation for Mr. Bowles, in the 
the face of which they refused to ast.” 
Let the senators speak for themselves. 
Here is their reply in a dispatch, whioh 
they on receipt of my telegram and let­ 
ters sent to me, a copy of which they 
furnished Mr. Bliss. 
W a s h in g to n . D , O., April lith, ’89. 
Eon, L , B Caswell: 
The responsibility 
of selecting the 
postmaster at Janesville is yours. Upon 
your request we will render any assist­ 
ance we can, in carrying oat your rec * 
ommendatiors. Bat we decline to ac­ 
cept the function of selecting any post­ 
master in republican districts. If you 
wish Mr. Bliss .appointed and will rec­ 
ommend his appointment, we will if .you 
desire it do whatever we can to carry it 
out. The same is true as to Capt. Van­ 
kirk and Mr. Bowles. You must seleot.

This was the last communication with 
the senators on this subject. It is olear 
they never took np the oase, or entered 
upon 
its 
consideration, 
nor 
were 
they 
antagonized 
by 
my 
rec­ 
ommendation. 
They 
knew it 
was 
on file, from the first My telegram* 
however, gave them the right, to disre­ 
gard it and make a selection, if they 
thought I had committeed an error. But 
they refused to deoide who should be 
i postmaster. In other words, they would 


not aot only in accordance with my rec­ 
ommendations. 
Mr. Biisi was more 
courageous os it seems, and appealed to 
Mr. Clarkson with some degree of sac • 
Oiss, I supposed the selection of Mr. 
Bowles in March was satisfactory to the 
people of Janesville, I can do t recall an 
objection made known to me. from tho 
time my decision was made public. 
It seems, after the senator’s refusal to 
act, Mr. Bliss opened correspondence J 
with Mr. Clarkson, the find aesulaLt 
postmaster general, though it has not 
been usual for an unsuccessful candidate 
to conddot suoh correspondence, with a 
view to ultimate success, against the 
recommendation cf the member. 
The 
I reaults of Mr. Bliss’ efforts, was as muoh 
a surprise to me as it could have been to 
the people of your city. IX became a 
question at once with me, whether my 
request was to be regarded in the selec­ 
tion of a postmaster. I had taken up 
Mr. Bowles, when heavy work was need­ 
ed; now that the way is made easy, by en 
investigation, I am invited to drop him 
and take another. Some may think it 
right to select a soldier when thoro is no 
prospect of his appointment, bot when 
the time comes when an appointment 
can be made, that I should pat him aside 
and recommend another. This I could 
not afford to do, and represent the re­ 
publican party of Rock county. 
If Mr 
Bowles was good enough to stand bb the 
chosen candidate from the 25th of March 
till the middle of July, without objection 
from the patrons of tho Janesville office, 
is ho not good encugh to receive the ap­ 
pointment, now that it can be had ? I 
cannot turn my back on him at this junc­ 
ture for tho best man in the world.

Clarkson and Mr, Bliss understood they 
were carrying out my wishes in naming 
the latter, why was the intention of bis 
appointment concealed from me? Would 
it not have been more in accord with the 
settled practice, if Mr. Clarkson had tel­ 
egraphed me that a change in the office 
cauld now be had, and inquired if I 
wished toohange'niy recommendation? 
If Mr. Biles supposed he was acting in 
acoord with my wishes, why did he not 
apply to me when Mr. Olarkson tele­ 
graphed him, a short time before the ap­ 
pointment,—“that it w ould bo well to 
secure my endorsement if he oould,” 
and if Mr, Clarkson understood my en­ 
dorsement of Mr. Bliss was already on 
file, why did he want another ? 
Ii is 
perfectly clear, that the contemplated 
appointment of Mr. Bliss was to be kept 
a secret from mo until announced. 
Ibis 
is contrary to all usage, and I cannot see 
how it should be expected I oonld let 
such action stand without a protest. The 
thanks Mr. Bliss sent me after his ap­ 
pointment were uncalled for. I had 
perhaps unwittingly been plaoed in a 
ridiculous attitude before my oonstitu 
eats and the people of this state, and he 
sought to reconcile and console me. He 
had in effect, though I do not charge in­ 
tentionally, sacrificed my office for the 
one he wanted. 
It has been urged that 
tho Gazette office already has a full share 
oftho benefits of party success, and 
that the Post Office might be given 
to some one of the soldiers of Rock 
county as a recognition of their great 
service, I confess these arguments had 
weight with me aud I recomjnended Mr. 
Bowles with a good deal o2 relish. 
any event, having selected him I do not 
believe tho republicans of Janesville 
want him thrust aside without cause. 
The question as to who would make the 
most popular postmaster in your oity, ia 
not so much involved as the manner in 
which Mr. Bliss was namod for this po­ 
sition. To allow him to succeed is to 
overthrow and trample under foot the 
relations I bear to the general govern­ 
ment. If my recommendations are to 
be thus disregarded, what assurance have 
I that my wishes are to bo respected or 
regarded of value in the future ? If the 
people of your city do not approve of my 
action, I shall regret it. But the con­ 
sciousness of having done my duty, and 
dealt fairly with my fellow men, will be 
my reward. All the talk about dealing 
unfairly with Mr. Bliss, is wholly un­ 
founded.

In another column will be found a 
lengtbyitetter from Congressman Cas­ 
well giving his vereicn of the postoffice 
matter. The letter is supplemented by 
the statement that: 
“The entire trouble baa grow n o u t of 
a refusal 'on the part of Mr. B liss to 
submit to defeat.” 
Mr. Caswell is laboring under 'a mis­ 
apprehension, as Mr. Bliss secured his 
appointment without defeat, but is di- 
privcd of his commission to gratify the 
whims cf mortified dignity. 
The letter is devoted largely to stating 
and attempting to prove that Mr. Bliss 
was never recommended for the office. 
In referring to Assistant Postmaster- 
General Clarkson, he says: 
“I stated to him the relative mer its of 
the several candidates without indie ating 
iii the least my choice for either.” 
And agaiD, referring to his interview 
with Mr. Clarkson on March 25th, he 
says. 
“Up to this time I had mado no recom 
emendation whatsoever, or intimated to 
any one who I would prefer.” 
And again referring to Mr. Clarkson 
•*I never recommended Mr. Bliss or 
told Mr. Clarkson or any other official 
that I wanted him appointed.” 
In answer to these statements the fol­ 
lowing extracts from a letter dated May 
1st, from Mr. Clarkson to Mr. Blits, 
may be of interest: 


10th of J aly Mr. Bliss knew that a change 
was to be made soon. On the lith of J aly 
he sent Mr. Clarkson the following dis- 
pitch:— 
“Is Mr. Caswell’s formal recommen­ 
dation necessary in my case.” 
Mr. Clarkson wired in replj: — 
“It would be better to have it* but the 
important thing is to make a showing in 
your behalf in the manner I have indi­ 
cated in a letter to you written to-day.”

The appointment was made on 
Saturday, July 20th. On the evemng 
of July 19th, Mr. Bliss wrote Mr. Cas­ 
well a full statement of the case, explain­ 
ing what he had done and why he had 
acted and said to him that the only thing 
reking if anything, was a word for him, 
land if not at liberty to give it, Mr. 
Clarkson would assume the responsibil­ 
ity. 
Mr. Caswell says that after the ap­ 
pointive was secured it was not neces­ 
sary for Mr. Bliss to thank him by wire 
as he bad done nothing for bim. This 
is where Mr. Caswell is in fanlt. He un­ 
wittingly did all he coaid for bim by not

The appointment was honestly secur­ 
ed and with as much publicity as any 
man could give it who was working to 
succeed.

Mr. Bliss bae no persona* acquaintance 
with Mr. Clarkson, having never met 
him. He has the utmost confidence 
however, in hie ability and integrity, and 
consequently believes that bo was acting 
in good faith with Mr. Caswell, and 
purely on the strength of bis under­ 
standing of Mr. Casweii’s wishes as ex­ 
pressed by that gentleman himself. 
When Captain S. J . M. Putnam was in 
tho city on Wednesday, July 24th, in the 
interests of Mr. Caswell, albe stated, be 
said to Mr. Bliss, in referring to Mr. 
Clarkson, that when Mr. Caswell learned 
of the appointment Le wired Mr. Clark­ 
son asking him why he had not observed 
his FORMAL recommendation for Mr. 
Bowles; that Mr. Clarkson wired in re­ 
ply that he badaoted uponjbis (Caswell’s) 
verbal recommendation for Mr. Bliss 
believing that he desired him appointed 
Captain Putnam then assured Mr. Bliss 
that Mr. Caswell was satisfied with Mr 
Clarkson’s action, and said that he had i 
right to aot es ho had in the matter, and 
that Mr. Caswell did not blame Mr. Bliss 
for the oouree he had adopted. 
There 
statements were made and left as a mes­ 
sage from Mr. Caswell to Mr. Bliss 
end were afterwards repeated to Mr 
Bliss himself in his interview on the 
train, refrred to in a previous statement. 
Mr. Caswell defies Mr. Bliss to pro­ 
duce a tetter or telegram or statement 
from any one that he ever intended to 
recommend him. 
When Mr. Caswell 
was home during the holidays, he said to 
Mr. Smith, of the Gazette, that he ap­ 
preciated what the paper had>epeat£dJy 
done for him in the way of support, and 
woald be very glad of an opportunity to 
show his appreciation by recommending 
Mr. Bliss if properly endorsed. He said 
substantially the same thing to Mr. Bliss 
himself, and added that he would recom­ 
mend the man that the people seemed 
to want. 
Mr. Clarkson’s action must be the re­ 
ply of what he said to him on the sub- 
In (ject. 
Mr. Bliss believed that he was dealing 
with a man whose word even in politics 
was as good as bis bond. 
Regarding the senators, Mr. Bliss de­ 
sires to state that they have refused to 
interfere with Mr. Caswell’s rights iu the 
premises. Senator Spooner said in a 
tetter dated April 23J, 1889: 
“The talk I had with Mr. Caswell on 
the subject sometime before ht> went 
west, indicated very clearly his prefer­ 
ence tex you.” 
And again in a letter dated July 13th. 
1839:— 
“ I know from conversation had with 
Mr. Caswell sometime before, that be 
was exceedingly anxious to serve you. 
Mr. Caswell said to Mr. Bliss in a let­ 
ter over his own signature, dated April 
15th, 1889:— 
“If Senator Spooner coaid show that 
your recommendation would bo success­ 
ful and bring about the change at once.

What Mr. Caswell intended to do pri­ 
or to March 25th, is a question of some 
doubt; what he professed to desire was 
well understood by both Mr. Clarkson 
and Mr. Bliss. The latter, after long 
acquaintance, believed that his friend­ 
ship was more than surface deep end cf a 
nature that woald not weaken at the firs; 
rebuff. When Mr, Caswell returned to 
Wisconsin early in April.and expressed 
to Mr. Smith, and Mr. Bliss, and others, 
his deep regret at his inability to serve 
the Gazette, and his willingness as ex­ 
pressed to Mr. Bliss {and wired to the 
senators, authorizing them to interfere, 
Mr. Bliss still believed him sincere.
